National R e se a rch Cou ncil of A m eri ca 
and the Carnegie Institu tion of 
W a s h­ 
ington, D. C. 
Ou r work was pu rely scientific 
and 
sponsored for the b enefit of all schools 
for the deaf. 
After three ye a rs at G allau de t Col­ 
lege in Washington, w here we had re­ 
ceived excellent cooperation, we finally 
moved into New England. 
Originally, ou r reception there 
had 
b een most cordial. 
Bu t we soon fou nd 
that this school w a s planning a mu lti- 
million doll ar financial c a m pa ign . 
It a ppa re n tly had coaxed u s there so 
it cou ld photograph ou r la b or a tor y and 
u se u s as leverage for gaining contr ib u ­ 
tions for its own fu nd raising drive.

Gau lt 
properly 
informed 
the 
school officials, however, that ou r psy- 
chcilogical r e s ea rc h was not intended for
